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ELECTRIC MASTS. 


At the meeting of the Board of Trus­ 
tees held two weeks ago, Trustee Mar­ 
tin, Chairman of the Electric Light 
Committee, stated that the committee 
had decided to recommend that all the 
electric masts in town be taken down, 
and the lights distributed 
in sections 
where there was now no lights. 
This 
report took the usual course and came 
up last evening. 
When the matter 
was called up citizens and taxpayers by 
the score were there tp protest against 
the masts being taken down. 
The 
first gun was fired when Trustee Cage 
made a report recommending that the 
mast on the corner of Walnut and 
Cedar streets be removed two feet. 
Trustee Martin then got the floor and 
protested, stating that it was the desire 
of the committee to remove all masts 
and distribute the lights. 
The motion 
was carried, however, and the Street 
Superintendent was instructed to have 
the mast removed the two feet necessi­ 
tated by the grading of Walnut street. 


Mr. Martin then moved that all the 
lights except one be taken from 
the 
masts and distributed 
at points where 
they would do the most good. 
This 
brought a long list ofprotests from gen­ 
tleman present, some of them stating 
"that' they would 
not 
have bought 
property where they did if it were not 
for the masts. 
Trustees Gage and 
Richards thought that the matter should 
be laid over until there was a full 
board present. Trustee Martin thought 
it was unjust to the people of Berke­ 
ley who pay their taxes to have to 
wait three months for lights. 
He had 
talked with these people and they had 
pleaded for lights with tears in their 
eyes. 
The question was finally put 
and lost, at which the lobby was pro­ 
fuse in its applause. 


There is much difference of opinion 
in town among our citizens as to which 


is the best plan of lighting the mast or 
the crane. 
Trustee Martin has given 
the matter a great deal of thought and 
attention and he is firm in his belief 
that one light on a crane in the middle 
of the street will give twice as much 
light where it is needed as four lights 
now do on the 100 foot masts 
People 


who have also taken an interest in the 
lighting question, think the other way 
and give good reasons for it. 


As the matter now stands the masts 
are safe until the return of President 
Rickard and Trustee Durrell, some 
three months hence.

THE WAR ON. 


The questipn of collecting the saloon 
licenses came up last evening in the 
Board of Trustees, and after a great 
deal of discussion the present 
ordin­ 
ance, which grants a license for one 
year at $100, 
was rescinded, which 
leaves the old one, making the license 
$50 per quarter, still in force, as the 
attorney claims that the new ordinance 


was void. 


When this ordinance was passed a 
number of the saloon men paid the li­ 
cense at once and the money has since 
been used by the city. 
Last evening 
the Board decided to collet at the 
rate of $50 per quarter and 
instructed 
the Marshal to notify those who had 
paid in the $100 that they would be 
given credit for that amount. 
He was 
instructed to call upon those who had 
not paid their licenses and to demand 
$50 for the quarter which will end 
July ist and if they refused to pay it to 
arrest them. 


We think that the saloon men have 
been treated 
unjustly in this matter, 
and they feel that way themselves, and 
have determined to fight the matter 
through the Courts. 
This means long 
and tedious litigation, and in the mean­ 
time the town will be out about $2400 
in revenues. 
It would have been far 
better to have reenacted the ordinance, 
as suggested by Trustee Hoff, and al­ 
lowed the licenses to run 
until April

"Talk is impossible to m o , " Rnskin 
writos iu 1864, "owing to the state of 
qnirt 'rngo and wonder at everything 
people sny unci do, in which I habitually 
lWe. " 
" I don't get mellow tempered 
as I get old," he writes some years lat­ 
er, which is true, for to another corre­ 
spondent he says: "Nothing can advance 
art in any district of this accursed ma­ 
chine and devil driven England. 
I leo- 
tnre here (at Oxford), but only on the 
art of the past. " 


" H o w inexpressibly subtle and pene­ 
trating," ho writes to a young man, " i s 
tho principle of pride! How it mingles 
itself with, and even pretends itself to 
be, and takes the likeness of, the noblest 
feelings in tho world—and what a con­ 
stant struggle it needs evon to detect, 
much more to expel it I It is like oxygen 
in iron—the hottest fire will not expel it

"There's a bit of humble pie for you. I 
don't give up my Tintoret, but his dis­ 
solution of expression into drapery and 
'shadow is too licentious for mo now. " 
"I've been going to the old masters," 
ho writes to Mr. Murray, "and staring 
at the Sir Joshua's. 
My stars, 
what 
that fellow conld d o ! " And here finally 
are some Hying shafts at certain modern 
imitators of Turner: " I have boon now 
for 40 years vainly and always 
louder 
and louder growling and thundering in­ 
to tho deaf ears of the artists who fancied 
they admired 
Turner: 
'Lead 
pencil 
point—pencil, sir! 
Pencil — pencil— 
till yon can manago yonr blacklead— 
then color if you will.'

At five minutes past 4 a shout from 
tho crowd indicates the approach of the 
three hngo cook wagons, each weighing 
20 tons and drawn by six horses. 
Prom 
tho first of them rise three chimneys, 
out of which black smoke is pouring. 
This wagon carries tho Hi foot cooking 
range, where fires were started the mo­ 
ment the wagon was unloaded from tho 
train. Already, while rolling toward the 
circus grounds, the ten cooks have been 
making active preparations for tho break­ 
fast which must be served within two 
hours to 700 hungry peoplo. 


When the three wagjins have drawn

Mmo. La Grange wna Die flrat 
\\!io introduced it here. 
She was much 
heralded, and therefore was believed to 
be a lino singer—to the extent that she 
drew fair audiences for a short tima 
But people soon wearied of her peculiar 
Htyle and ceased going to hear her. Sho 
was ]ias.^eo when she came to this coun­ 
try, and it was said that it was to cover 
a broken down voico that sho had re­ 
course to the now hackneyed vibrata. 
However, many deluded singers, consid­ 
ering tlmt her style must he one of the 
good things which come to us from Eu­ 
rope, strove, but too successfully, to im­ 
itate it. 


When I was studying vocal music, 
great care was taken to impress upon 
my mind the cxtremo importance and 
beuuly of a lirm, pure and steady tone, 
with its gradual crescendo and diminu­ 
endo. 
Ah, with what infinite) pains I 
tried to produce my notes without a 
shadow of wavering or change of qual­ 
ity 1 And now to think tlmt the beauti­ 
ful sostenuto is considered of but small 
account by so many people who, I main­ 
tain, ought to know better I I have seen 
a roomful of people moved to tears by a 
pathetic song rendered by a well sus­ 
tained voice, and with distinct enuncia­ 
tion of the words. 
Yet who would ever 
dream of weeping over the most touch­ 
ing ballad in the world when sung in 
the miserable, shaky style now in vogue, 
which leaves the listener ill doubt as to 
whether ho is hearing snug (J sharp or 
D, F sharp or G? 


Among the best of vocalists belonging 
to our city and its vicinity this tremolo 
is often adopted. 
For some reason so­ 
pranos and baritones use it most fre­ 
quently, and T may add ad nauseam. It 
is more than disagreeable on the stage 
and in the parlor. 
It is beyond endnr- 
nnco when it obtrudes its«lf in the 
church service. 
No placo or occasion is 
safo from its impertinent intrusion. 
I 
have heaid a soprano of good Htandin« 
profane tho lofty strains of " I Know 
That My Redeemer 
Liveth" by her 
tremulous rendering, obnoxious as it 
was 
inappropriate. — Cor. New York 
Tribune.
